ANUFL ALONSO s the Jim Thorpe of Spain. The famous International

tennis player, who arrived In New York aboard the Mauretania this
morning, Is the greatest all-around athlete ever produced in Bpain, Tle is
eaptatn of the Davis Cup team which will play the finnl
round of the tennis clasate on the courts of the German-
town Cricket Club next Thursday, Friday and Saturday.

But Alonso {s something more than a famous tennis
player. In his natlve country he s idolized as only the
people of the Old World can worship a renowned athlete,
' He is the champlon of bis land In tennis, but his prowess
ik not confined to the court sport alone, His fame renches
to the top notches of soccer, rowing and lce hockey, which
really embrace all the mnjor sports of BEurope,

Alonso is described by P!l Tilden as being “*the most
interesting player in Europe and the most wonderful
player in the game (n ¢ourt-covering.'’” He s like n
panther on his feet, with that rare ability to start swiftly
and stop suddenly. In his repertoire of strokes, he com-
mands every varlety of shot and his execution is splendid.

M ALONSO It wans his accuracy which carried him to the final round
at Wimbiedon last vear to bow to ""Babe' Norton, the Routh African, who
forced Tilden to within mnteh set-point twice in the challengs round,

Alonso is not built along the roomy lines of Thorpe, Rather he s put up
more like Howard Berry, the Pennsylvania hero of yesteryenr. The Spaniard
s five feot nine inches tall and weighs in the neighborhond of 165 pounds, Hae
